—An extensive" campaign of im- 
muni£ation against typhoid fever 
wasirfecommended as an advisable 
thing for the* 'rural districts of 
Boss county by Dr. R. E. Bower, 
health commissioner, in a report 
to tfie county'board-of he~alth at its 
regular meeting. 


Effects ,of last gear's drought on 


the health of the public has been 
manifest in two ways; Dr. Bower 
stated,, diseases "due" to insufficient 
food, especially to lack of variety 
of foqd, and'.td-bad'water supplies. 


In many "places, he said, it was 


necessary to'take" driakmg water 
from polluted streams with a con- 
sequent increase in typhoid and 
other intestional dieases. 
Some 


states and cities have put on ex- 
tensfere immunization campaigns. 


Typhoid has increased marked- 


ly in Ross- county this year and 
last. At present there are 15 
famflies in the county- with" ty- 


phoid, all mfld cases, wit h no 
deaths resulting so,far. 


However, the health commis- 


•sioner warns that the disease is a 
serious one of time for the patient 
and heavy expense for medical 
care. 


"Typhoid can be prevented and 


it would pay to prevent it," Di. 
Bower says. 
The health depart- 


ment is prepared to immunize free 
of charge those who are unable to 
pay their family doctor for the 
service. 


A diphtheria situation in Vinton 


county is being watched by the 
local health authorities, since Vin-
